REPORT  FOR  1931. 


THE  Committee  have  pleasure  in  reporting  that  the 
working  of  the  Hospital  has  proceeded  satisfactorily 
during  the  year  1931,  and  that  the  Hospital  has 
continued  to  pay  its  way  with  a  slight  excess  of 
Income  over  Expenditure  of  £36  Is.  4d. 

The  number  of  patients  treated  is  slightly  less  than 
last  year,  467  as  compared  with  504,  but  the  average  length 
of  the  patient’s  stay  in  the  Hospital  appears  to  be  slightly 
longer,  the  total  number  of  days  in  Hospital  having  been 
3415  as  compared  with  3184  in  the  previous  year. 

The  amount  received  from  patients  and  from  the 
Radcliffe  Infirmary  Weekly  Contributory  Scheme  was 
considerably  larger  this  year,  £1224  17s.  lOd.  as  compared 
with  £1043  15s.  lid.  in  the  previous  year. 

The  debt  on  the  Building  of  the  Hospital  has  but 
slightly  decreased,  namely  by  the  sum  of  £50  10s.  9d.  and 
the  Bank  Overdraft  at  the  end  of  last  year  stood  at 
£1178  16s.  4d  It  will  be  remembered  that  a  great  effort 
to  reduce  the  Debt  was  made  in  1930  by  means  of  a  Carnival 
and  the  debt  was  considerably  reduced  that  year,  in  view  of 
which  it  has  been  felt  inadvisable  this  year  to  launch  any 
further  large  scheme  for  paying  off  the  Overdraft.  It 
will  also  be  remembered  that  this  Overdraft  Account 
has  been  temporarily  guaranteed  by  Mr.  A.  T.  Loyd  and  the 
Executors  of  the  late  Sir  Mortimer  Singer,  k.b.e.  This 
guarantee  has  recently  expired  and  the  Hospital  Committee 
desire  to  express  their  gratitude  to  Mr.  Loyd  and  Sir 
Mortimer  Singer’s  Executors  for  the  extension  of  such 
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guarantee  for  a  further  three  years.  It  is  the  aim  of  the 
Committee  that  the  debt  will  be  repaid  before  the  lapse  of 
that  time. 

The  Committee  mourn  the  loss  of  two  of  the  Hospital's 
warmest  friends,  Mrs.  Ormond,  who  was  one  of  the  Trustees 
of  the  Percy  Smith  Endowment  Fund  and  had  for  many 
years  shown  a  very  close  interest  in  the  work  of  the  Hospital, 
and  Mr.  E.  T.  W.  Nalder,  the  Vice  Chairman,  whose 
untiring  and  valuable  work  for  the  Hospital  carried  on  for 
many  years  is  gratefully  remembered. 

The  Committee  further  regret  that  they  have  lost  the 
services  of  their  Chairman,  the  Revd.  A.  G.  Robinson  who 
has  left  Wantage  for  Somersetshire,  and  the  Revd.  A.  W. 
G.  Griff ard,  the  representative  of  the  Radcliffe  Infirmary  on 
the  Committee  has  left  for  Guernsey.  The  Committee 
desire  to  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  warm  thanks 
for  their  keen  interest  and  invaluable  services. 

The  Hospital  Buildings  have  been  improved  by  the 
erection  of  a  Coal  Store  and  Larder  forming  a  small  separate 
building  at  the  rear  of  the  Hospital.  This  improvement 
has  been  made  possible  by  the  use  of  the  late  Mr.  F.  H. 
Bennett’s  bequest,  to  which  Mrs.  A.  S.  Castle  made  a 
generous  addition. 

The  Committee  are  again  indebted  to  Mrs.  Cottrell  and 
her  Committee  who  organised  a  successful  Dance  in  aid  of 
the  Hospital  Funds,  and  to  Miss  Adkin,  who  very  kindly 
organised  the  Collection  of  Queen  Alexandra  Rose  Day  and 
to  the  Matron,  Miss  Pike,  for  the  successful  result  of  her 
Pound  Day. 

Special  thanks  are  due  to  the  Aldington  and  Lockinge 
Sports  Club,  King  Alfred’s  School  for  their  Assault  at  Arms, 
the  Wantage  Lawn  Tennis  Club,  and  to  Mrs.  Templeman 
for  their  generous  donations. 


It  has  now  become  an  established  custom  to  hold  a 
Hospital  Sunday  in  July  and  on  that  occasion  to  hold  an 
open  air  Service  in  the  Recreation  Ground  at  Wantage. 
The  Committee  are  indebted  to  Mr.  A.  T.  Loyd  for 
presiding  at  the  Service  held  this  year,  the  R.A.O.B. 
Wantage  Lodge  for  making  the  whole  of  the  arrangements 
for  the  Service,  to  Major  Glyn,  m.p.,  who  gave  an  address, 
and  to  the  Revd.  A.  W.  G.  Giffard  and  Revd.  A.  W.  Smith 
who  assisted  at  the  Service. 

The  Committee  also  wish  to  express  their  grateful 
thanks  to  the  various  individuals,  Societies  and  Organisations, 
from  whom  donations  or  gifts  of  fruit  and  vegetables  were 
received,  and  to  those  who  so  disinterestedly  gave  their  time 
and  energy  in  organising  collections  and  entertainments, 
and  to  the  Kingston  Lisle  Band  for  their  continued  support. 

A  special  debt  of  gratitude  is  due  to  the  Matron  for 
her  careful  control  of  household  expenditure  and  for  her 
never  ending  zeal  and  energy  in  promoting  the  financial  and 
general  interest  of  the  Hospital. 

Their  thanks  are  also  due  to  the  Nurses,  the  Medical
